The rejection of claims 4, 5 and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, is overcome. 

The rejection of claims as being anticipated by or unpatentable over Phan et al 
(5,338,766) is withdrawn in response to applicant's arguments for reconsideration.
